205 USPQ 594, 596 (CCPA); In re Marosi et al.. 218 USPQ 289 (CAFC); and most recently. In re Thorpe et al., 227 USPQ 964 (CAFC, 
1985) all of which make it clear that it is the final product per se which must be determined in a "product by process" claim, and not the 
patentability of the process, and that, as here, an old or obvious product produced by a new method is not patentable as a product, 
whether claimed in "product by process" claims or not.
